adapted for the production. of | 
crop. Any one-crop system of farms 
jing presents too many physical and 
‘financial risks to bé considered a’, 
‘wate practise, By devoting a portion 
of one’s cropped area “to the produe- ” 
tion of alfalfa seed, crop rotation is 
provided for, risks from .pests that 
may damage the field crops are re« 
duced, as are also the financial losses 
that, may be met with where the price 
of other commodities may fall below 
| the cost of production. 

The growing of a good seed crop 
not only diversifies the risks and 
revenues of the grower, but spreads 
out the labor more evenly throughout, 
the season, This being a perennial 
crop, it does not, have to be planted 
each yeur as do the grains, root crops 
ete. More time in the spring can 
thus he devoted to a more thorough 
preparation for the other crops. That 
the growing of alfalfa, either for seed 
or for hay, im § ond maintains 
soil fertility bette and more cheaply 
than most other crops is too ‘well 
known to justify mare than a mere 
mention of the fact. 
| Another great advantage of alfalfa 
seed production is the fact that the 
ccop after harvest is not perishable 
pas is the case with fruits, root crops, 
te. The product is a concentrated 
one with an unusually high value per 
pound. An entire season's crop may, 
therefore, be stored in a comparative: 
ly small space at little expense. It 
is not effected by frost and almost 
any building that is moisture and 
mouse proof is suitable for its stor- 
If storec in cotton sacks but 
little trouble from mice will be ex- 
perienced even though they can 
readily get into the building as mice 
ragcly interfere*with a whole cotton

ven The straight cropping of such 
soils fo rain or roots without a ro- 
‘tation with some legumes, therefore, 
usually depletes the fertility so rapic- 
ly that erop rotation or fertilization 
cel Sorte hind is essential, That al- 
falfa growing fertilizea such soil as 
rapidly and more cheaply than most 


other crops cannot be*denied. — Tt, 
Method of Planting and Handling 
There several varieties 
letrains of alfalfa in common use, In 
the colder distriets of tha prairie 
provinees both experience and ex- 
pperiment lave amply demonstrated.
